Vancouver, May 22 —J. W. Bowaor is 
proaBing for a Bpoedy trial in tho cubo of 
Androwa charged with murdering Louia 
Pomalroau, If Andrews ia nob brought to 
trial now ho will havo to remain in jail until 
November next. 

Tho customs offioers aoarohod tho Empreaa 
of India to-day, when quantitioa of gooda 
not on the manifest were diacovored, among 
them 500 bottles of Chineeo wine. 

At tho police couro this morning a Japan- 
ese was charged by tho Japanese consul bo- 
foro Magistrate Jordun with procuring two 
glrla from Japan for immoral purposes. Tho 
girla woro found in a house, tho proprietress 
of whioh was heavily fined. The alleged 
proouror will bo tried to-morrow. 

Tho trial of Pat. KainB, charged with the 
murder cf a Chinaman, wub in progress all 
day. Mr. McGee, who was instructed by Jus- 
tice Crease to defend Kaln, has been allowed 
until to-morrow to consult tho prisoner be- 
fore he cross-examines Lnwranco Rooney, 
who swears that Kain confessed to him that 
he had murdered Fi Mou, a market garden- 
or, on tho VVoatminator road on tho evening 
of September 15 last, thinking he had 
money, and becoming frightened ran away 
leaving his revolvor iu tho woods. A large 
number of witnesses woro examlnod for tho 
prosecution as to Kain being near tho acone 
of the murder on the afternoon of tho 
tragedy.

Had as many tickets been sold as 
was expected there would havo been no de- 
ficit, and while it is to be regretted that tho 
committee is in bo unfortunate a position it 
ia Btill more deplorable that wo havo in our 
midat a slanderer who, for aomo unknown 
purpose, endeavors to poison tho minds of 
the public, through the medium of news- 
paper correspondence. Tho commttteo aro 
now boing euod in tho County court for a 
portion of tho deficit ; but it is to bo hoped 
th it tho citizana, who on the whole are woll 
pleasod with the recaption tondored to tho 
Governor Genoral and Lidy Abardeon, will 
not allow tho gentlemen who gave their 
timo to the interests of Victoria to pay the 
bills also. I would suggest that a subscrip- 
tion list be openod through tho medium of 
your valuable papor and I am euro thore aro 
a great many citizens who will at onco 
donate a dollar or two toward nuttling those 
claims and provont tho disgrace to the city 
of tho matter being brought to trial.

A SENSELESS PREJUDICE. 

Is the Anglophobia of Amorican uowa 
papers real or affected ? Do those who con- 
duot them really think ill of England and 
hate her. or do they in order to pandor to 
that portion of the American public which 
dislikes to hear any good said of Groat 
Britain and the British say the worst things 
they can think of about thorn '! It is difficult 
to understand how any sensible Amorican of 
British descent can bring hlmaolf to speak 
evil of tho land of his forefathora. Ho must 
know that ho has inhoritod from hia British 
ancestors tho qualities which havo enabled 
his countrymen to build up a groat and 
wealthy nation on this sido of tho Atlantic. 
He cannot hide from himself that it is to tho 
Old Country he owob the free in- 
stitutions of which ho is so proud, 
and to tho race ho belongs the 
love of freedom and tho capacity for 
self ■ government which havo enablod 
his oountrymen to adapt those Institutions 
to their circumstancea, and to use them for 
their advantago. It is undeniable that 
everything that is best in American govorn- 
mont and Amorican society is derived from 
Great Britain. How thon can intelligent 
Unitod States citix^na vilify the nation to 
which they aro so deeply indebted ? 

We woro lead into this train of thought 
by seeing in the Portland Oregonian tho fol- 
lowing sentence: "She (Great Britain) is 
the bully and the oppressor of the world, 
and haa been for three centuries." Has not 
Groat Britain been called " the mother of 
free nationB "? Aod does aho not doaorvo 
the title ? Haa she not taught the lesson of 
freedom to all nations '; Aro not the coun- 
tries and tho communities undor her rule 
the freest and the happiest under tho sun ? 
Is nob Groat Britain tho only country in tho 
world who has learned to treat colonios 
justly? Where is she an oppressor; 
ia it in Canada, or in Australia, 
or In South Africa, or in India ? To all her 
colonies her relation is that of an indulgent 
mother, and her rule in India is so benign 
that thero is nothing that intelligent East 
Indiana so much droad as tho return of tho 
despotism of native princos. To the mil- 
lions in India who do not know how to 
appreciate or to work froo institutions Groat 
Britain has been a deliverer. 

Lot tho honoBt and well-informed Amori 
can citizon comparo tho way in which Groat 
Britain has treated tho Indians of Canadu 
with tho troatmont that the Indians of tho 
United Statoa have reaolvod at tho hands of 
hiB Govorumont, and ho will have nodith culty 
in docidlng which nation haa acted tho part 
of a bully and an oppressor. Great Britain, 
it is truo, has been a colonizing nation, but 
is thoro any country which shu haa colonized 
that can with any approach to truth accuse 
her of being a bully or an oppressor 2 

It iB truo thut Great Britain by a show of 
foroo oompolled Nicaragua to repair tho In- 
jury its Government had inlliotod on her 
subjects, but ovoryono who is acquainted 
with tho way in whioh tho ropuhlics of Con- 
bral and South America deal with foreign 
nations knows that tho leBBon taught Nicar- 
agua wob badly nooded. Did tho United 
States aot tho part of a bully and an op- 
pressor when it taught Mexico a similar 
lesson ? Thoro are Americans who say that 
tho right was not all on tho side of tho 
Unitod Statoa in that unploaoantnoss. 

Our Portland contemporary Boema to wiah 
for nothing bo much a9 a war botweou Groat 
Britain and tho Unitod States, " Nothing," 
it says, " would tond so much to tho devel- 
opment of national oharactor in tho Unitod 
States, and to progress throughout tho 
world, as a war botwoon this country and 
Groat Britain." WaB thoro over moro mis- 
ohiovoua nonaeuso than this written ! 
Would a war for which thero 1b not even tho 
aemblanco of a oauso tond to dovolop any 
good trait in tho national charactor of tho 
peoplo of tho Unitod StatoB. Such a war 
would glvo soopo for tho abilitioa of tho 
bullion and tho mercenary misohiof-makora 



of the reriubllo, bat it would be a 
cause of grief and shame to all honest and 
humane men in the United States, and to 
lovers of real progress and truo freedom of 
all nations. 



A MONTREAL PROJECT. 

A deputation of leading Montreal oltizenB 
waited upon the Government the othor day 
to find how much they woro willing to con- 
tribute towards the saheme of having a 
VVorld'a Fair in that city in 1SDG. Sir Don- 
aid A. Smith headed tho deputation. The 
Montrealers askod for a grant of 5250,000. 
From tho speeches of the mombors of the 
doputation it appears as if tho projectors of 
tho ontorpriBo are nanguine of succosa. They 
scorn to think that if thoy raise tho money 
they want tho roceipts will bo sufficient, 
not only to pay all expenses, but to leavo a 
handsome sum over to return to the stock- 
holders and othor contributors. The build- 
inga are to cost about half a million and tho 
othor expenses to bo about $,'150,000. They 
aalculate that tho rocoipts will mount up to 
a million or thoroaboute. Tho dotaila have 
boen all figured out and tho aanguino Mon- 
troalern are satisfied that if tho Government 
does tho handsome thing tho Exhibition will 
prove a financial success und Canada will 
have a magnificont advertisement. 

The Minlator of Financo hoard tho pro- 
posals very coolly. He did not grow in tho 
least onthuBlastio over tho glowing pros- 
poct, Tho times aro hard. Tho Govern- 
ment has a serioua deficit to face, and it baa 
boon obligod to inoroaao the taxes. Noithor 
the Government nor tho pooplo aro inolinod 
to start now projects involving largo expen- 
diture. A ijuartor of a million of dollars is 
a very considerable sum. Mr. Foater did 
not appear to liko tho idea of udding $250,- 
0OO to his next yoar's estimates. Ho ovi- 
dontly would bo pleased if tho Montreal men 
would put off tho Fair for a year ut loast. It 
aamo out in tho course of tho interview that 
to havo Conada worthily represented at the 
World's Fair at Chioago, had cost tho Gov 
ornmont some $,'100,000. It was thought 
that if the Government had contributed 
that largo Bum towards a foroign exhibition, 
it ought to contribute nearly as muoh to a 
Canadian World's Fair. There was quite 
a little diacuBBion as to whether it is better 
for tho Dominion to send its exhibits to a 
big fair in a foreign aountry.whoro thoy will 
bo seen by people of all nations, 
or to aid liberally a homo exhibition of 
a similar kind where tho exhibits willneces 
sarily bo seen by fewer people coming from 
fewor oountrios. It waa urged by tho advo 
oatos of a Canadian fair thot Canada as well 
as its productions would be on exhibition. 
Tbie point is worth considering. 

Tho Government did not givo the deputa 
tion an answer at tho time, but tho imprea 
sion ia that tho chances of obtaining the 
grant aro rather slight. Prudent mon will, 
wo think, commond tho Government for be- 
ing unwilling to Incur so heavy an expondl 
ture for a problematical and, at best, a re 
mote and indirect advantago. If times woro 
good and tho troasury full the Government 
would not requlro much persuasion to give 
tho Montrealora what they want, but when 
trade is deprossed and the treasury empty 
it will, we think, bo very hard to coovinco 
the Finance Minister that tho expenditure 
is justifiable. It scoma to us that it ia a 
littlo unreasonable for tho Montroalors to 
mako tho request at the present juncture, 
for either to grant it or to reject it will in- 
creaso the Government's difficulties and 
embarraBsmonts. 



NEW ZEALAND'S ''REFORMS." 

We every now and then hear a good deal 
about the thriving condition and tho liberal 
legislation of Now Zealand. Politicians of a 
cortaln olaaB point to it as a model colony, 
governed by tho people for tho people, in 
fact as well as in name. Its appeara that in 
regard to tho way in whioh Now Zealand 
manages ita utf-drs distanco lends enchant- 
ment) to the viow. It, however, presents a 
very uninviting appearance to souso of thoBo 
who oxarr.ino it cloaoly on tho spot, as tho 
following extract from a loltor roceived in 
this city shows. The writer 6oya : 

" As rogarda tho country and opportuni- 
ties I am very much disappointed. I nover 
saw such a change in any place as thoro is 
botwoon tho Now /inland of throe years ago 
and tho New Zoaland of to-day. Evoryono 
is now hard up in oonBtquenco of tho tro- 
mendoufl shrinkage in wool and frnzon mut- 
ton, and from all accounta hard timoa ore 
in store for many of tho peoplo 
hero who havo borrowed money ut (i and 7 
poroont. , und are now making only ■( at 
tho moab. It ia a oountry of groat natural 
possibilities, but destroyed by a radical 
labor Government who aro piling up debt, 
and thoroforo taxation, and trying all sorts 
of experimental logialation. Of course they 
aro not to blamo for bad priceB, but they 
havo frightonod cupitul by moddiing with 
titles to land and compulsory confiscation of 
proporty and graduatod taxation, whioh 
last is a ochomo of ao piling up tho taxes on 
the largo land owners as to break up tho 
large eatatoa. Tho conaequonco ia, that thoro 
aro vast numbora of unomployod clamor- 
ing for Government relief as their fumilioa 
aro destitute. Theso unomployod men, 
' swaggors ' as thoy ure called, walk all 
over tho country, arriving at tho shoop ita- 
tionB at Bundown und claim food and lodg- 
ing for tho night. I know land owners who 
auy that tho awuggora coat them £100 a 
year to food. Tho Government proposo to 
start relief road-making for them, but as a 
deficit of £250,000 iB expected to bo an- 
nounced any day it is not easy to boo where 
the money is to oome from." 

It is not Burpriaing that tho writer rcgrots 
that ho loft Victoria and that ho ia desirous 
to got back to it oguin. Although busineaB 
Is not booming in this Provinco, wo are 
oxompt from many of tho evils that sllllct 
Now Zoaland. Wo uro, bo far, froo from 
communistic legislation, and awuggora have 
not mado their appoaranoo in any part of 



tho Province. Tho world-menders of the 
Bocialiatio typo are fine talkers and they 
have a fine talent for making promises. But 
when it comes to acting, it is found that 
tboir theories] will not work and that they, 
when thoy have a ohanco, prove to bo greater 
tyrants and moro extravagant administrators 
than tho worst of eithor of tho old parties. 
Their leaders aro fluent and they are shal- 
low ; and thero ia no greater miachief- 
maker in any community than the glib, shal- 
low talker who imagines himself a reformer, 
Hia roudlnesa of spoooh and hia pluuaibility 
gain for him an influonoo over well-moaning 
mon of limited intolligonco. Thoy do not 
find out tho mletako thoy havo mado in 
following hia advice until it ia too luto to re- 
pair the misohiof they have holpod him to 
make. All the colonioa of Australasia aeotn 
to havo auffored severoly from a visitation 
of blatherskites. British Columbians Bhould 
bo on thoir guard againBb them. 

A CURRENCY REFORMER. 

" Coin's Financial School " 1b tho title of a 
pamphlet on the silvor question that haB had 
a tremendous run in tho United States. It 
la on tho silver aide out und out, and is torso- 
ly deacribod by tho Baltimore Sun. It says 
that tho author "is ovidontly a disciplo of 
tho Barnum philosophy that tho world lovos 
tobohumbuggod. Thubourious hodge-podge 
of faots thib aro nob ao, and theorios that 
oould not bo sustained even if thoy woro so, 
appeals to just about the level of tho intelli- 
gence to which tho salvo poddlar of liirnum'o 
Btory appoalod with such profitablo rosults. 
' If a dog'a tail is out off,' Siid tho poddlar, 
' and a littlo of the salve appliod to tho 
stump a now tail will i|ulukly grow in plaoa 
of tho old ono, and by applying enough of it 
bo tho sovorod tail a now dog will grow out 
of that alBO.' Becoming a littlo moro serious 
tho Sun gooa on to auy : 

" Coin " deala with ourroncy instoad of 
dogs, and his miraculous salve is tho froo, 
independent and unlimited coinago of Bllver 
by tho United Statea against tho world in 
gonoral, und what he is pleased to call " tho 
English octopus " in particular. Tho 
virtues of this eulvo, if wo will only apply 
it with full faith and oouroge, aro set forth 
with wonderful asBurance and fluency. It 
will make tho payment of all our debts twico 
as eaay. At tho same time it will double 
tho prioo of all that wo havo to soil to Eng- 
fand, France, and tho rost of tho gold using 
nations. It will mako the Uni'ed Statoa 
" tho most prosperous nation on tho globo," 
and, aa for England, wo aro as- 
sured that it will '• blot her namo 
out from tho notions of the ourth " 
if sho makes any fuea over it. Considering 
that England is by far tho [orgeat and beat 
customer for the bulk of our exports, it iB 
not quito clear how wo aro to bocome " the 
moat prosperous nation on tho globo " by 
sponging England off the map. Neverthe- 
less " Coin " is quite positive that his free- 
silver Balvo will easily accomplish both 
things, and, somohow or other, bring wealth 
to the pocketB of American producers by 
destroying thoir markets and ruining thoir 
customers. 

Tho report of a speech whiah Harvey, the 
author of " Coin," made in Chicago in favor 
of hiB theory, shows that the Sun doos not 
misrepresent what he calls his argumonta. 
He wants tho United Statea to bo inde- 
pendent of tho whole world in tho matter of 
a money atandard, and he pandora to the 
prejudices and tho antipathies of tho Anglo 
phoblsts in what ought to be a matter of 
Bolenco, or, at any rato, of business puro and 
simple.

Viotoria bids all her guests welcome to 
the colobration oponlng to-day, and inviteB 
them with her to throw care and worry to 
tho winds and enjoy tho holiday. To day 
and to-morrow .and tho next day aro days 
not for work but for play, and every viaitor 
ia expectod to diaoard hia company manners, 
make himsolf at homo and plunge into the 
fun.

ON THE RESERVATION- 

The Aboriginal .Subjects of Her Majesty Pro- 
vldo a Unique Celebration of 
Their Own. 

For some time past Indians from near and 
far havo been arriving at the Songhoos re- 
servo, and now tho whole place is dottod 
with tents and presents a most animated ap- 
pearance. Thero are representatives from 
many of tho Britlah Columbia tribes, and 
several canoe loada from the other sido. Tho 
utmoBt harmony prevails and all seem to be 
enjoying themselves. They will not only 
assist in tho general colobratioc, but will do 
considerable on their own account. Yestor- 
day morning at sunrise tho Indians went to 
their graveyard on the point and gathered 
in a largo circle around tho last resting place 
of those who have departed to the " happy 
hunting grounds." Rolativea and friends 
then recited in glowing terms and with 
dramatio emphasis tho virtues and proweBa 
of the dead and occasions lly ono would 
break into a strange weird song, full of 
plaintive melody. 

After thlB tho party roturnod to tho vil- 
lage, where a series of email potlaches wore 
to tako place. The first one came off at 8 
o'olock, under the direction of the Cowichan 
Indiana. At tho back of ono of tho bouses 
a scaffolding hud been erected and upon it 
waa a collection of blankets. Just below a 
considerable space was curtained off by 
means of blankets, and behind it tho 
"aotors" took thoir places. Thero was a 
chorus of fwenty-fivo men and women with 
blackened faces, and in tho front row wore 
four braves having tho heads of birdB and 
animals. Before tho play commenced 
Beveral old men took their place 
before the curtain aud proceeded to 
deliver short and eloquent orations 
descriptive of tho great deeds of tho 
Cowichans. Then tho musical director, who 
carried an instrument which resembled a 
gourd, rattled the aforeaaid instrument und 
immediately tho ourtain wont up, or rathor 
down, and the chorus begun to sing, whilo 
tho strange birds opened their mouths and 
flapped thoir wings, keeping time to the 
music with a swaying cf tho body. This 
was ropo&ted four times. Then the theatre 
was removed aril tho fun commonced. 

Two Indians mounted tho platform, a 
large crowd of tho young men gatherod bo- 
low, and the men began to throw down tho 
blankets. As soon aa thoy foil they wore 
grabbed by tho orowd bolow. Then some 
man would mako an offer of say five or ton 
centa to oaoh man who had a hold on tho 
blanket. If tho offer waa acceptod tho 
others let go and rocoived thoir cash. 

This waa tho order followed in each pot- 
lach until tho afternoon, when the 
sister of tho men drowned on tho 
Earlo gave a potlach in thoir 
memory. In thiB the women took part in- 
stead of tho men aud besldo blunkots a 
number of trinkets spooially dear to tho 
fomalo heart were given away. Tho spirit 
of mourning ontered into the potlach, und 
instead of Bonga a wail or two waa chanted. 

Lato in the afternoon tho men gathered in 
ono of tho largo Iioubcb and tho atory tollors 
of the tribe entertained them with taloa of 
valor and of levo. Tho strango wild legendB 
of long ago, when lie v or tho foot of a white 
man had pressed tho land, were recited, and 
alBO of tho dayB when war waged and tho 
tribo wont forth in all its power to crush Its 
rivals. Then tho story teller changed hiB 
story and in acfter accents told of luvo and 
how tho dusky maiden had boon won and 
borno to tho homo of her bravo. 

Tho groat ovent for tho Indians will bo 
tho potlaoh to bo givon by Goorgo, a well 
known Songhoe, Elaborate preparation is 
boing made and tho aight will bo well worth 
witnessing. Tho oxact day has not been 
sottlod yot. 

Tho dancos, potlaohoa and other ooro- 
monion of tho aboriginal population, aa now 
being preBontod on tho reservation ulmoat in 
tho heart of British Columbia's capital, cer- 
tainly havo never beforo boon presented 
within sight or sound of city civilization. 
They aro full of poculiar interest to tho stu- 
dent as well ua tho sightseer, und snould bo 
miseod by none. 



WITH THE WHEELMEN.

Tho tquad of Victoria whoolmon who havo 
boon practicing tho movomonte of tho funcy 
drill, hold thoir fuiol proctico last evening, 
and according to Capt. Minor the drill will 
prove ono of the prettiosb foaturoe of tho 
sports and games.

The Chairman doubted whether tho 
board could legally epond monoy on such an 
object. It would bo well to find out beforo 
anything was done. On this account the 
report was laid on tho table. 

Tho board adjourned at 10:15.

YeHtorday morning 
in tho Supremo court Mr. H. Dallaa Hel- 
mckon roforrod to tho sad death of tho young 
man and tho Chlof Justico expressed hie ro- 
grot in a fow feollng wordB.

Aftor a lottor 
of rogrot from Rov. Dr. Campbell, who was 
unable to attond, had been presontod, MIbs 
Beasie Walker, on bohalf of tho church and 



congregation, read an addresB of welcome. 
R«V. MeeBrs. MaoEwen, Clay, Cleaver, Cle- 
ment King and MacRae welcomod the now 
minister on behalf of Iheir respective con- 
gregations, ifter whiob Rav. Mr. Trotter 
replied bru fly. 

The case brought by Stephen Graham 
Campbell against Dr. Richard Morrison, for 
$5,0(J0 for slander, was tried yesterday bo- 
foro tho Chief JuBtioe and a jury. The 
prosecutor was represented by Mr. Thornton 
Fell und Mr. J. P. Walla, while Mr. H. 
DallaB Holmcken, Q.C , appeared for the de- 
fence. In March, 1891, while the plaintiff 
waa carrying on a grocery buaineas a small 
fire occurred in his store ; tho stock was in- 
sured in tho United Fire Insurance Co . 
which paid the claim of $140 Plaintiff 
olaima that since then tho defendant on a 
number of occasions called after him on the 
Btreet, bo that paasera-by oould hear, " Thero 
gooB Campbell the fire bug," and BimilBr 
damaging remarks. The defendant had aUo 
gone to the agent of the insurance company 
and stated that plaintiff had set fire 
to tho promises himself. Tho plaintiff, 
Jamea Barber and sovoral othor 
witnesses gave testimony aa to Morrison 
calling out to Campboll on tho atreeta 
applying tho terma " firo bug " and " firo 
fiend " to him, and Mr. L. H. Jonns, who 
waa last yoar agent of tho United Fire In- 
Buranca Company, boro out the ovidenno aa 
to Morrison stating that Campbell had set 
fire to Mb atoro. 

Tho defence produced ono witnoss bcaidoa 
tho dofondant, tho latter donying altogether 
that ho had over made use of the expressions 
oharged. At tho same time ho awore that 
Campboll had said ho would gob damatos 
out of him. The jury, aftor half an hour's 
consideration, brought in a verdict for plain- 
tiff for $750 and oosta.

CONSIDERED FROM A PURELY DEC- 
ORATIVE POINT OF VIEW. 



IVo lirrors That Aro of Frequent Oc-cur- 
rcnoe In Brackets — High Class Brackets 
Which Afford Fancy Furnishings of Artis- 
tic Value and Flensing Decorative Effect. 

Iii tho decorative treatment of wall 
Surfaces, a very important partis played 
by tho forms and colors of tho wall 
brackets which aro destined to bo placed 
upon tho walla of an apartment. As a 
rule, tho generality of wall brackets suf- 
fer from two common errors — they aro 
frequently made too largo and conso-

quently look heavy and inadequately 
supported, and they are also often made 
in a too split up manner. This latter 
quality — that is, having too many littlo 
shelves, mirrors, spindles and pedi- 
ments — is often an indication of inferior- 
ity. Tho majority of high class wall 
brackets that aro now being made aro 
beginning to assume a moro modest and 
dignified appearance. 

Such a character attachos to a dainty 
littlo china shelf, extremely simple and 
quite unliko tho brackets that were, un- 
til recently, in voguo. Tho center com- 
partment frames a small water color 
drawing, and in tho semicircular panel 
abovo it is inserted a hoveled mirror. 

Comer brackets aro oftou tho only 
things wherewith to furnish an empty 
corner of a room. These articles aro 
capablo of a considerable varioty of treat- 
ment, and, as a rulo, lend thomsolves 
very readily to tho passing changes of 
fa.shiou. 

Tho market affords offoctive little 
angle affairs in tho Queen Anno stylo, 
■with such shaping of shelves and sides 
that make these appear in just tho right 
placo when hung on a wall. There aro 
also dainty china recoptaolos, quaint lit- 
tle cuphoards Lu which an attompt has 
boon made to depart from tho usual 
ungainly height of tho orthodox wall 
braoket. This stylo is sometimes made 
in such form as to provide convenient, 
and inexpensive brackets to placo over 
low doom provided with a wido cornice. 

In tho matter of brackets, though, as 
in items of greater importance, Decora- 
tor and Furnisher admonishes that duo 
attention be given, at all times, to tho 
variances of fashionable taste. Tho 
French style, for instance, is just as ap- 
plicable to these articles as it is to cabi-

nets and sofas, and Moorish art, too, 
has not altogether been discarded by the 
public. The effectiveness of Cairene 
frets, and tho stained green hues which 
modern Anglo-Moresque cabinet work is 
made to assume, lias insured tho favor 
of many lovers of oriental art. These 
charming affairs mako an interesting 
feature on a drawing room wall, and 
when provided with choice knickknacks 
assume considerable importance as a bit 
of color in the apartment. Tho colouial 
brackets, of which there are many, af- 
ford appropriate wall decoration for a 
colonial parlor or sitting room. 



Homemade Wardrobes. 

In these days of contracted space then, 
is never enough closet room. If there is 
a corner of the room with sufficient 
space, it may bo utilized in tho manner 
hero described: 

Two strips (if wood as long as you de- 
siro and 4 inches wide by 1 inch thick 
aro screwed in the angle of the wall 
about (i feet from the floor. Boards are 
cut off to lit in tho corner and resting on 
those strips. This will form tho roof. 
A brass or wooden rod is then run across 
tho front of this board from wall to 
wall, and from which tho curtain is 
suspended by rings. Cretonne, chintz, or 
priutod cotton will mako a good list to 
chooso from and aro inexpensive. 

Ono may screw upon tho underside of 
tho roof and on tho cleats as many hooks 
as aro required, and if desirod a shelf 
may bo introduced about 15 inches bil- 
low tho roof, and ou that attach tho 
hooks. Such an emergency closot will 
often bo of groat convenience, and tho 
cost will bo trifling. 

Beginning the Study of Music. 
There can bo no definite ago fixed 
upon as to tho timo for beginning tho 
study of music. Tho development of tho 
musical tasto in tho young is tho best 
guido as to tho proper timo. Lot tho 
boys and girls frequently hoar good mu- 
sic, and also permit them to have ac- 
cess to tho pianoforte under proper su- 
pervision, and as thoy begin to have 
ideas of their own with regard to com- 
positions they should have a tcachor. 
Only tho best teachers should bo engag- 
ed. It is a fallacy to boliovo that "nuy- 
body will do" for teaching beginnora.

Interesting Details of This Most Interesting 
Feature of the Three Days' Cele- 
bration. 

Lieut. -Colonel Kawatorno, R M.A., has 
kindly furnished the Colonist the follow- 
ing Bynopsia of tho proposed movements on 
Saturday morning : 

" The Barracks, 

" Victoria, May 22, 1895. 
" To the Editor or the Colonist : 

" Si It, — It may interest somo cf your 
roadera to have tho following brief outline 
of the plan of operations to bo carried nut at 
Beacon Hill on Saturday next. 1 muBtfirst, 
however, impress upon them tho fact that 
the ground being very limited in extent, tho 
diatunco of tho attacking force from the 
poaition when tho action commences al 
though only about -100 yards ia aupposed to 
bo about 1,500 yards. 

" A combined forco of Royal Marines and 
llritiah Columbia Garrison Artillery havo 
taken up a defensive poaition on Beacon 
Hill and await an attack of tho enemy from 
tho direction of Oak Bay. A lino of out- 
posts has been eatabllahod along tho front 
and towarda each flank, tho lino of obser- 
vation being thn outer edge of a bolt of 
trees about 1,500 yardB (supposed) distant 
from tho position. 

" On tho opproaoh of tho onomy — a bat 
talion of bluejackets from tho fleet under 
tho command of Lioutonant Stilcman, of H, 
M.S. Hyacinth— tho sontrioB will firo, ro 
treat through tho wood and join the
